The tellers being duly sworn as the law directs, counting 
proceeded. 


The ballot box was afterward opened and ballots removed

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Parents and others are required to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Staistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, as amended by Chapter 280, 
Acts:of 1912, 


Section 1.—Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city 
or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date and 
place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number of the 
ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or deliver 
the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars for each offence. ‘The notice required by this section 
need not be given if the notice required by the following section 
is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to 
be reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician 
or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
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from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has 


been properly reported to him. The report required to be made 


by this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceding section, and as above. provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preced- 
ing section shall not be required. A physician or midwife who 
neglects to make and keep the record hereby required or who 
neglects to report in the manner specified above each birth within 
fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or regis- 
trar shall file daily with the local board of health a list of all 
births reported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, 
sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


I have examined the books of the different Departments of 
the Town of Hopedale and find that the disbursements are 
covered by paid bills which correspond with the orders drawn 
on, and paid by, the Town Treasurer. 

The Treasurer’s books show a correct balance between re- 
ceipts and disbursements. The record of the receipts I 
have checked wherever possible with the sources from 
which money was paid to the Town Treasurer. The payments 
were checked with the orders authorizing the disbursement of 
the town funds. I have verified the cash balance on hand as of 
December 31, 1926 by a reconciliation of the accounts with the 
statements furnished by the banks. 

I have also examined the accounts of the Tax Collector 
and find them to be correct.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


Much is said favoring brief reports. It is becoming quite 
the custom to omit the reading of the secretary’s report of pres- 
ent day organizations. We suspect that the reading of a school 
superintendent’s report is quite generally omitted, although it 
may be artistically printed in black type. 

It is difficult to report in a brief space the various plans 
and doings of the several departments of a school system. 

During the past year the school work has been carried on 
very smoothly with a pleasing degree of success. 

No spectacular nor experimental demonstration work has 
been attempted in the schools. Our standards of achievement 
are kept high and have been attained with a considerable degree 
of satisfaction. 

Several of the standard tests have been given in the elemen- 
tary grades and favorable ranks obtained. Our fifth, sixth and 
seventh grades secured commendable standing in the State 
Arithmetic Tests. 

Our teachers are concerned about attainments in high 
scholarship. Lack of scholarship ability and ambition is la- 
mented by schools quite generally. The numerous attractions 
of these times deter children from working for high scholar- 
ship. It is quite natural that children should partake of the 
spirit which is rather prevalent in life to-day to struggle only 
far enough to “get by.” 

We note that the general attempt in curricula revision to 
meet the demands of progress seems so far to result largely in 
the simplifying of requirements and lessening of demands of 
instruction in school subjects. 
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If Government by the People, of which so much has been 
said, is to succeed, there is yet a great work to be done in the 
education of its subjects. 


Some of the greatest needs of society to-day are more 
common aims and ideals. 


Monarchies succeeded when the masses were encouraged and 
forced to think and act with their leader, or rulers; thus, the 
people had common interests. Increase in freedom of thought 
has tended to lessen common interests. 


Someone has said that the purpose of True Government is 
to organize society so that each member may develope his per- 
sonality primarily through activities designed for the well-being 
of society as a whole. Consequently education in our republic 
both within and without the school should develope in each in- 
dividual the knowledge, interests, ideals, habits and powers 
whereby he will find his place and use that place to shape both 
himself and society toward nobler ends. 


Is education tending to make people more satisfied, content- 
ed, happy, and more interested in the common welfare? If it is 
not, our methods and courses of instruction should be improved. 

Our schools have a great work to do in training for a 


greater appreciation of the necessity for regulations governing 
the conduct of society, in greater reverence for government and 
obedience to law. 


Thoughtfulnesss and sympathy for the wishes and welfare 
of others, courtesy, carefulness, reliability, faith, and a con- 
science keen for right doing are essential characteristics of a 
prosperous and happy people. Training for such elements as 
these should be the goal in all school instruction. Instruction 
in health, safety, conservation of human energy and of our 
country’s great natural resources are important. 


Character and heart training is more valuable to society 
than training of the intellect and conventionalities. 

True character can be taught to a large extent through the 
means of the regular subjects of the school curricula. 
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If education does not make better citizens of all instead 
of better criminals of some, it is faulty and lacks the one great 
essential element. 

These suggestions do not imply that training should be for 
the idealistic alone. Real humanism is a valuable characteristic 
of an educated person. Society needs much of it. 

Right personality of teachers is more effective in proper 
training than are attractive text books and elaborate equipment. 

The Hopedale schools have accomplished much this past 
year toward reaching these desired ends. 

There were changes of teachers in only two schools this 
year, one in the High School and one in the Chapel Street 
building. ‘There has been but little sickness, and less of tran- 
sient pupils. These favorable conditions and the general serenity 
of all conditions have made continued effective school work pos- 
sible. 

Cupid has raised havoc with the biographical names of the 
school directory. The change in some names preceded by the 
abbreviation ‘“‘Mrs.’”’ does not mean changes in the persons. We 
are being impressed that a name without the title “Mrs.” in the 
Teachers’ Directory is out of style. 

The usual procedure in drawing, music and manual work 
has been carried on the past year. 

Much is being said these days about creative work of youth. 
The child should have a certain amount of freedom for thought 
and action as the best means of development, but youth must be 
guided by those with knowledge and experience. Drawing and 
general hand work rightly taught gives children an opportunity 
for expression of initiative and imagination. 

The group work in the first eight grades, and to some 
extent in nine and ten, is being carried forward with advanta- 
geous results; thus giving each pupil a sufficient opportunity for 
advancement. 

Music instruction in the schools has made excellent 
progress this year. 

Miss Thompson who resigned in June from the position 
of music supervisor after five years of service had, by her kindly, 
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genial disposition and musical ability won the esteem and well 
_ wishes of pupils and teachers. Mrs. Settle was elected to fill 
the position, and the work was well started. All much regret 
_ that conditions of sickness at her home prevented her returning 
after the holiday vacation. 


Lack of space prevents printing all the valuable suggestions 
_ given by Mrs. Settle in her report. We are pleased to note that 
- excellent results have been secured in tonal production. Atten- 
tion has been given to appreciation of music and a study of 
standard music through phonographic records. Since most 
children in the future will be an audience rather than musical 
artists the study of music appreciation is essential. 


Progress has been made in the improvement of monotonists 
among the youngest children. Syllable work is done in all 
grades above the second, and training in sight reading in the 
upper grades. 


A grammar school orchestra was started. The players are 
very enthusiastic over their prospect and are practicing with a 
zeal for success. 


Soon after the opening of the fall term Miss Hicks left her 
position in the High School to accept one more desirable in op- 
portunity and salary in Medford. Mr. Varnum was chosen to 
fill the vacant position. He has proven himself equal to the task 
and is popular in the school. 

Miss Porter left her position in December and Miss Fuller, 
a capable teacher, was engaged for that school. 

The spirit of pupils and teachers of all our schools is es- 
pecially good. This condition is a large factor in making suc- 
cessful schools. 

Several interesting devices for improving the health of school 
children have been put in operation by our sympathetic, capable 
school nurse. 

A very careful examination of school children has been 
made by the School Physician, Dr. Weymouth. After a skill- 
ful diagnosis by the physician these cases have been followed up 
by the medical department and improvements for the betterment 
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of health have been made. The statistical report is as follows: —

Of the 41 pupils reported as having defective teeth 11 
have already been treated by a dentist. 


Dental work has been arranged for and done by Dr. Ben- 
nett during this school year. 


The public High School is becoming more and more an in- 
stitution for all our youth. It should be considered an integral 
part of the public elementary school system. We should not 
attempt to make it either a university or a vocational school, al- 
though subjects worthy of each may be taught in the High 
School. 


The High School should rather be an institution for train- 
ing the elementary essentials for society; such as the elementary 
tools of knowledge, appreciation of art, the beautiful in every- 
thing, music, worthy literature, common principles of natural 
phenomena, accuracy and attractiveness in diction (including 
spelling), manner and personality, carefulness and thrift, and all 
that goes toward making a good citizen. 


Placing the Domestic Science teacher upon full time in the 
High School provided the opportunity of General Home Science 
instruction for the girls and has given additional assistance in the 
English Instruction; thus also making it possible for the classes 
in nearly all subjects to meet five times per week. This increased 
class instruction has been of much benefit to the pupils. 

The report of the High School Base Ball season shows the 
commendable achievement our school has made in that branch of 
Athletics. A creditable showing was made in tennis and hockey.

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Hopedale High won every baseball game played in the Tri- 
County League, a distinction not attained before. 


The Superintendent wishes again to commend the spirit of 


real sport always shown by the players and school. 


The “Blue Flame” the High School magazine, has been a 


_ credit to the literary ability of the school, the last number being 


of especially high merit. 
The achievements of the participants in the Prize Speaking 
Contests show good training in that useful art. Our School won 


_ both Silver Cups in the Tri-County contest. 


We are still hoping to see the exhibition of the debating 
teams; also the school orchestra. 

Opportunity is given for a larger number of the High School 
boys to take mechanical drawing this year. Several from this 
school are also continuing in the wood working class. 

We are pleased to note that Hopedale High won three of the 
Patrick Peace Prizes which are given to pupils of the Milford, 
Mendon and Hopedale High Schools. The reader and judge 


spoke very highly of the essays. The names of the recipients of 


the prizes are given in another section. 
A new Keystone Lantern has been provided by the School 


_ Committee for use in the schools. This is of great assistance to 


the schools, especially in geography and history. With the aid 
of this and many slides the superintendent has given talks on 
European countries. These talks were much enjoyed by pupils 
and teachers. 

The school desks in the rooms on the second floor of the 
Dutcher Street building have been smoothed down and oiled by 
the manual training classes. These and the seats were varnished 
in the summer by the janitors. This makes nearly all the seats 
in this building in excellent condition. 

They are being well cared for and carefully used. Seats in 
some of the rooms which were purchased new three and four 
years ago have scarcely a scratch upon any of them now. We 
urge more careful use of school property in the High School 
building. 
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We are always glad to express our appreciation of the neat 
and tidy condition of our school buildings and to commend the 
work of our janitors. We, and especially the teachers of the 
Park Street building which was cared for by Mr. Hammond, 
lament his unfortunate illness. We are grateful for Mr. Ham- 
mond’s kindness and favors in the past. Mr. Sweet has well 
filled the position this year. 

The graduation exercises of the eighth grade classes held in 
the Dutcher Street school hall in June were very pleasing, and 
well attended by parents. Rarely have we heard a grammar 
school program of so high an order as this. The original, well- 
written essays were excellently given and the music was inspiring. 
After a very timely brief message to the class, thirty-seven di- 
plomas were presented by Miss Sornborger, of the School Com- 
mittee. 

The usual attractive High School graduation and class 
reception were held in the Town Hall. One essay was given by a 
member of the class. An instructive address was given by Dr. 
Wilde, Dean of the School of Education, Boston University. 
Twenty-one diplomas were presented by Principal Dennett to the 
largest graduating class in the history of the school. 

There was a large gathering at the Hopedale High School 
Alumnae dinner on the evening of July 3, 1926. Pleasing after 
dinner speeches were given by several graduates of the school. 

An interesting exhibit and entertainment was held by the 
4-H Girls’ Clubs. ‘These clubs were under the leadership and 
instruction of Miss Rose. Prizes for merit in sewing and 4-H 
silver, bronze and gold pins were presented the girls by a repre- 
sentative of the Worcester County Extension Service. 

The reader’s attention is called to the School Directory, 
general information, programs, attendance statistics, list of 
prizes, etc., given in this school report. 

The American public schools should mean more to the nation 
to-day than ever before. 

The blessings of liberty for which our nation’s founders so 
bravely fought, the greatness of our beloved country, the true 
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significance of our glorious flag and the real meaning of democ- 
racy should be better appreciated today than even eight years ago 
at the close of the great war. 

We must depend upon the schools as the greatest means for 
the training of these high ideals. 

The Hopedale schools have accomplished much this past 
year toward reaching these desired goals. 

Although it has been written in previous reports, the 
Superintendent wishes to express his real appreciation of the co- 
operation and help given by all connected with the Hopedale 
schools. 

It is impossible for anyone to so act as to please all. Not 
every one thinks alike as to what ought to be and how it should 
be done. All things being considered, we feel that our school 
work goes harmoniously and successfully. Hopedale has reason 
to contemplate with satisfaction the advantages of the school 
buildings and equipment and the sure and conservative progress 
of the education of its children and youth. 

The town has the benefit of the guiding influence of a 
School Committee of ability and many years of training and ex- 
perience. 

The devotion, ability and faithfulness of teachers, and the 
excellent spirit of the pupils for doing their best in school deserve 
high commendation. 

The Superintendent wishes to sincerely thank them for their 
courtesy, for their generous remembrance and ever cheerful 
assistance. All these desirable conditions are effective factors in 
making successful schools. 

Although schools and education do cost much (far less is 
paid for education in this country than for needless luxuries), 
they are the best investment we have. ‘The greatest incentive we, 
of this generation, have for our life’s work is that which we may 
do for the generation to follow us.

The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. 


Given at 7.45 A. M. it closes all elementary grades for the fore- 
noon and the high school for the day. 

Given at 8.00 A. M. it closes all schools below the fifth grade 
for the forenoon. 

Given at 12.15 P. M. it closes all schools below the fifth grade 
for the afternoon. 

Given at 12.30 P. M. it closes all the elementary grades for the 
afternoon. 

It is important to note the time at which the signals are given. 
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ATTENDANCE LAWS. 


The state laws governing school attendance require that: 

Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless he 
is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen years of 
age, unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend school 
all the time the school is in session. Every child from fourteen 
to sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such child has 
received an employment certificate and is regularly employed 
according to law for at least six hours a day. All minors under 
sixteen working in towns or cities which maintain Continuation 
Schools, must attend the Continuation Schools as prescribed by 
law. 

If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child shall be con- 
sidered an habitual truant and may be sent to a truant school. 

If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


A REGULATION OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance to 
the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years of age 
on or before October 1, 1927.) 

No child can enter the Kindergarten school unless such 
child shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For a child 
to enter the Kindergarten this coming fall he must be five years 
of age on or before October 1, 1927). 

No child can enter school for the first time during the year 
after October 1, except in special cases by permission. 

We urge that all children enter the Kindergarten as this is 
the school in which the work of the beginning of reading, num- 
ber work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first grade 
without having attended the Kindergarten is thus handicapped by 
not having the advantages of the beginning work given in the 
Kindergarten.

THE BANCROFT MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
SUMMER READING COURSE 
APRIL TO OCTOBER, 1926. 


The books on the state reading list were used again this year. 
The summer reading began in April and ended in October. Dur- 
ing this period 143 five book and 2 honor certificates were award- 
ed. In the fourth grade of the Chapel street school 75 per cent. 
of the pupils received five book certificates. The fifth grade of 
the Dutcher street school was second with 70 per cent. and the 
fourth grade of Park street school third, having 57 per cent. At 
the request of many of the children this reading was continued 
through the year, and since October, 135 five book and 18 honor 
certificates have been awarded.

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The Trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library present 
herewith the various reports of the Library for the year ending 
December 31, 1926, with some satisfaction and some concern. 

It is indeed most gratifying that in these days of many 
social diversions, moving pictures, and most of all—radio—which 
brings into so many homes programs both educational and enter- 
taining from all the principal cities of the United States, and 
with a decrease in population, to find that the demand for all 
the departments of the Library have increased an average of 
about 15% over the year 1925 and considerably over that of any 
previous year. This is especially noticeable in the increase of the 
visitors to the Reading Room, which figures something like 
1714% increase over 1925. A large part of this increase has 
been in demand for books by the children. It has not been an 
uncommon thing in late afternoon or early evening to have be- 
tween sixty and seventy children in the Library either reading or 
exchanging books, and this large increase has caused consider- 
able increase in the work of the Librarian and his assistants. 


The gradual increase in the number of books in our Library 
has over-crowded our stacks with the result that in submitting this 
report we do so with some concern as to the future policy of the 
Library because the Trustees feel that in the very near future it 
will probably be necessary to set apart some section of the 
Library as a Children’s Library with an assistant assigned direct- 
ly to this department of the work, moving the juvenile books out 
of the Main Library and thus giving room in our stacks for the 
proper increase of other books. 


The Library has received the past year the very generous 
bequest from the Ruth Day Williams Trust Fund of $18,415.25, 
which is to be added to the Bancroft-Day Fund, the income 
from this trust fund to be used entirely for Library purposes. 
This income will in the coming years be of great help in meeting 
some of the increasing demands of the Library and this fund 
will prove a greater memorial of the deep interest and sincere 
affection of Lura Bancroft Day and Ruth Day Williams, for The 
Bancroft Memorial Library. 
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The Trustees beg to submit copy of letter received from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Department of Education, 
which is self explanatory, and also a memorandum of the General 
Draper Fund held by the Trustees.

My dear Miss Bancroft: 


At the request of your Board I visited the Hopedale library 
to look over the collection and discard such material as I could 
find that was of little permanent value, as you were so much in 
need of more space. I found an unusual situation in a library 
of this size in that there were so few books to discard. It is sel- 
dom that I find such a good collection of books, which shows 
that much careful study had been put into the selection of them. 
The non-fiction had been chosen obviously with great care and 
the fiction contained no trash such as usually creeps into a library 
through careless selection. All the cheap serials which I find 
among the children’s books were missing and the collection con- 
tained only the worth while and choice books. The few books I 
could discard were only such as were out of date and therefore 
no longer useful, and a few not worth binding or replacing. 

You are to be congratulated upon the splendid collection 
accumulated through wise and intelligent selection.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


I have the honor to submit the annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1926. 

During the past year it has been our aim to keep the re- 
sources of the library constantly before the public. We have 
endeavored, so far as possible, to give the reading public what 
it desired, and to meet the demands of the pupils of the schools. 
Our efforts have been complimented as well as criticized. We 
welcomed the criticisms and endeavored to profit by them, and 
appreciate the interest thus shown in the library. 


Books AND Book SELECTION. 


In purchasing our books we have attempted to reach all 
tastes. . We have provided for those who desired the light enter- 
taining books of fiction. We have purchased the problem novel 
and novels of literary value for those desiring to spend time and 
thought in their reading. Our non-fiction is purchased with the 
aim of having each volume meet a particular need of some per- 
son or group of persons. We have constantly kept the desires 
of our readers in mind and tried to select the best for them. 


THE YEAR’S WORK. 


Although the population of the town has decreased, there 
has been a decided gain in the circulation for the past year. The 
gain for the year was 5,452 volumes, the largest month. being 
November when 4,002 books were issued for home use. There 
has been an increase of three per cent. in the circulation of non- 
fiction books and the per capita circulation is 12.7. 

The total number of new books purchased was 366. With- 
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drawals numbered 542, of which 221 were government publi- 
cations, leaving a total number of 15,483 volumes in the library. 


WorkK WITH THE CHILDREN. 


There have been times during the year, when the demands 
of the children have been so great, that during the busy periods 
of the day we realized that we were not giving satisfactory ser- 
vice to our older readers who chanced to come to the library at 
that time. . 

In 1926 the juvenile circulation was 11,451, which is a gain 
of 2,626 over 1925. Ten story hours were conducted with an 
attendance of 782. An exhibit of finely illustrated children’s 
books was held during Children’s Book Week. 143 state certifi- 
cates were given to pupils who read five books on the state read- 
ing list from April to October. The reading has continued for 
the remainder of the year, and since October 135 five book and 18 
honor certificates have been awarded. 

From time to time various juvenile books, in poor condition, 
have been taken from the shelves. These accumulated until there 
were 56 books that could not be used. ‘The library has been 
fortunate in having these books replaced as a gift from Miss 
Anna M. Bancroft. 


THE BRANCH LIBRARY. 


The work of our Branch Library is progressing under the 
direction of Miss Caldwell, our branch librarian. ‘The apprecia- 
ation of her work is shown in the gifts of magazines and flowers 
by the people of her community. 


GENERAL. 


In the early part of the year it became evident that we would 
soon need more stack room. Miss E. Louise Jones, Field Secre- 
tary of the Free Public Library Commission of Massachusetts, 
came to the library in June and weeded out some three hundred 
books. About two hundred government publications were re- 
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turned this giving us room in the basement to store some of our 
magazines. The crowded condition of our stacks was some- 
what relieved, but it will be soon necessary to provide more 
room. 

On January 1, 1926, we published a quarterly bulletin, with 
the aim of keeping the new books before the public. It is dif- 
ficult to state the results obtained from the bulletin, but so many 
requests have been made for the books contained in it that we feel 
the effort in publishing it is worth while. 

On November 13, 1925 the library hours were changed so 
that the library is open continuously from 2 until 9 P. M. 
This experiment has now been tried for over a year and we feel 
that it is a success. 

We are grateful to the Free Public Library Commission, the 
Boston Public Library and to the Worcester Public Library for 
their kindness in sending us books through the Inter-Library Loan. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation for the help 
and cooperation given me during the year by the Trustees, and 
for the efficient assistance given by Miss Burrill in carrying on 
the work of the year.
